The remarkable loading article in 
our contemporary of yesterday took its 
few readers by surprise whilst it must 
have created a feeling of indignation 
in the breasts of those who for some 
years have been led into the commis- 
sion of many absurdities through its 
falso' •teachings. "The Carnarvon 
Terms or Separation',' was the rallying 
cry with which , our contemporary 
crossed swords with us in the Battle of 
the Routes." It was ,c a railway from 
Esc[uinialt to Seymour Narrows or Se- 
cession." when Lord DufFERlN ontersd 
tkc'.Provinee. The Carnarvon Terms 
or Separation" was the legend borne by 
the famous "rebel" arch erected on 
Fort street.- "The Carnarvon lVnus 
or Separation" was the cry on which 
the. present Local Government rode to 
powsr. It' was the sfalkinghorso be- 
Jiind whiqh Mr. . £)kCo8Mos (whose or- 
gan our contemporary is) went to the 
couritry in. October last; it was the 
policy our contemporary mapped out in 
advance for Sir John's Government, 
when two days subsequent to the elec- 
tion in this city it stated that Sir 
John Macdonald in accepting the 
candidaturo for Victoria endorsed 
the railway policy of the district, and 
was pledged to carry out the Carnar- 
von Terms by May the 1st, 1879, or 
"advocate; the secession of the Province 
from the Dominion." Wo took our 
contemporary to task for his reckless 
and damaging remark, and Sir John 
Macdonald, on rising in the Houso 
of Commons to reply to the hostile 
criticisms on the Governor's Speech, 
commenced his remarks by announcing 
that he sits for Victoria City unpledged. 
"The Carnarvon Terms or Separation" 
is the burthen of the secession memor- 
ial of the Local House now before the 
Imperial Government. And there is 
ground for the statement that when 
Mr. DeCosmos, on the 3th inst., rose in 
the Houso at Ottawa and moved that 
British Columbia be allowed to peace- 
ably secede from the Dominion, ho was 
aware that the policy of the Sir John 
MaCDONALD Government is not one 
that -will carry out the Carnarvon 
Terms. In moving as he did 
Mr. DeCosmos believed that he had 
the support of the Local Government 
and, certainly, he counted on the assist- 
ance of his own paper, which had so 
persistently advocated and endorsed all 
his vagaries from the day when he 
predicted that the "downfall of Sir 
John Macdonald would prove a bless- 
ing to the Dominion," down to the day 
when he called Lord Dufferin a 
"Vice-Regal Spy," and later on when 
in'his last election address he pledged 
himself as follows: — 

"2. I shall urge tho 6onrt v /i</ecomnienc- 
iaont of tho Esquimalt-Nanaiino section 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway before 
tho 1st of May next— its immediato com- 

after- 
-as I 
that 

'Canada has done the best it coirfd' in the 
past with respect to this Province. 

"3. I shall insist on the commencement 
of -the railway on tho Continental division 
of tho Province, simultaneously with tho 
Ixnia fide commencement of construction 
on Vancouver Island. 

''4. I shall maintain that the best route 
for a transcontinental, national, interna- 
tional and Provincial railway iB that re- 
commonded by Mr. Marcus Smith, Act- 
ing Chief Engineer of tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway, viz: via Bute Inlet to Esqui- 
mau." 

Such was the programmo with which 
Mr. DeCosmos sought election in Octo- 
ber. It was the programme the Standard 
tried to commit Sir John Macdonald 
to. It was the programme Mr. DeCosmos 
carried to Ottawa in December; it was the 
programme sketched for him by the 
Standard when, like a knight-errant, he 
departed to throw the gage of battle at 
the feet of the advocates of the Fraser 
River route at Ottawa; and it was the 
platform on which he stood when he 
moved for the secession of this Pro- 
vince. Now, let us look at the position 
occupied by our contemporary: On 
Saturday last, in speaking of the seces- 
sion resolution moved by Mr. DeCos- 
mos, which was presumably based on 
his knowledge of the failure of the 
Carnarvon Terms, our contemporary 
used the following language: — 

"If the intelligence conveyed in that 
item is roliablc, and of its authenticity we 
have no means of judging, it is unfortu- 
nately significant of trouble to come. * * 
The public have had ample opportunity 
of knowing that he would under no cir- 
cumstances attempt to movo in the Com- 
mons, in tho way attributed to him, if he 
could see his way to an amicable adjust- 
ment of the difficulties existing between 
the Province and the Government of the 
Dominion. * * * Of this, however, 
ire are v:ell assured, that Mr. DeCosmos 
would never have taken the course attribut- 
ed to him in the telegram unless he consider- 
ed he had good reason to do so." 

Mr. DeCosmos' resolution was a dis- 
tinct expression of "want of confidence" 
in Sir John Macdonald's Government, 
and the Standard endorsed that ex- 
pression in the language we have above 
quoted. Mr. DeCosmos is an erotic 
and erratic politician, and any demon- 
stration, however absurd, that he may 
make,- causes no surprise either here or 
at.Ottawa. But from his organ in this 
City, and the little knot of malcon- 
tents, who read it, better things were 
looked for. It was at least thought 
that they would be consistent in wrong- 
doing, or at any rate that they would 
not imitate the contortions of the India 
rubber man in a circus without pre- 
paring tho public for the grand twist. 
Last Friday's articlo of the Standard, 
as we have said, fully endorsed Mr. 
DeCosmos' want of confidence in Sir 
John's Government. Yesterday's article 
in the same paper announced its intcn- 
tion(and,of course, that of the Local Gov- 
ernment) to accept anything Sir John 
may offer. Perish DeCosmos! election 
pledges and his resolution! Perish the 
Island Railway! Perish Bute Inlet! 



the Carnarvon Club! Perish the Local 
Government! All are thrown over- 
board and the Standard meekly and 
humbly falls in the wake of The Col- 
onist and is willing to accept in good 
faith the best that Canada can do for 
us. Listen to its words! 

"Wo have had enough-contention about 
routos, with little proPc to either aide. 
Let tho Province from this time forward 
unite in advocating construction, and leave 
the selection of route in the hands of 
tho authority to vliom it of right belongs. " 

To all of wJach we say, "hear, hear!" 
The quotation is about the only sensi- 
ble remark the Standard has uttered on 
the railway in Jive years, and it is to 
be Iio.dccI that the light of common 
sens* so strongly marked in the sen- 
terce will be allowed to shed its rcflug- 
ent rays more frequently upon its 
columns and its readers' minds until 
its' political reformation will be com- 
plete.

Mr. Speaker took the Chair at 2 p. in. 
KOOTENAY SCANDAL. 

Mr. Wilson presented a report from the 
Committee appointed to inquire into the 
charges made by Mr. W. Femie against 
tho lato Gold Commissioner of Kootenay. 
Ordered printed. 

Mr. Smithe asked that the evidence 
taken before the Commission lie also 
printed. 

TUB RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem announced that tho 
Government had not as yet received any 
information from the Ottawa Government 
with reference to their railway policy. It 
was known, however, that the tariff ques- 
tion had been disposed of and it was hop- 
ed that intelligence would bo received 
either to-day or to-morrow. Telegraphic 
communication had unfortunately been 
interrupted since yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Speaker informed tho House that 
ho had received two dispatches from the 
Secretary of State for Canada. He would 
hand them to the Clerk to read. 

The dispatches, which cover telegrams 
already made public with reference to the 
delay in forwarding the Separation Peti- 
tion to England and with reference to the 
Order in Council of July, 1870, were road 
and ordered to be printed. 

MINERAL LANDS. 

In reply to Mr. Drummond tho Minis- 
ter of Finance said mineral claims held 
under Crown grants if not represented or 
workeil according to law are taxed 50 
cents per lineal foot measured along the 
length. of the claims. 

LICENSES AMENDMENT BILL. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Beavon this 
Bill was read a third time and passed. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS BILL. 

In the absence of tho hon. Provincial 
Secretary Hon. Mr. Walkom moved that 
the Public Schools Bill be amended by 
tho insertion after the word "regulations," 
in sub-section 3 of Clause :!5, the words 
"and to send to the parent or guardian of 
each pupil, a monthly report of tho pro- 
gress, attendance and punctuality of such 
pupil," and striking out the words "to be 
purchased, as hereinafter provided, in 
this Province," in tho first and second 
lines of sub-section 3 of Clause 9, and in- 
sorting the words "that may be procur- 
ed," after the word "apparatus," in the 
first line. 

The Bill was amended as suggested. 

SUPPLY HILL. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved the second 
reading of the Supply Bill. 

Tho motion was carried and the House 
went into Committee, Mr. Galbraith in I 
the Chair. I 

The Bill was reported complete with- j 
out amendments and passed its final ; 
stages. 

WINTER STOCK HASHES. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
reading of. this Bill which, he said, pro- 
vided, on tho petition of two-thirds of the 
resident land-cwners and freeholders of 
any polling division, for the constitution 
of a board of overseers who would have 
power to make by-laws to protect the win- 
tor ranges of the division from theinroads 
of sheep and cattle from other districts. 
He would give tho hon. member for Yale 
{Mr. Mara) the credit of introducing tho 
Bill, but as it might possibly deal with 
public lands he had taken tho responsi- 
bility of moving its stcoml reading. 

Mr. Mara said that the leader of the 
Government had only done what mig' 
have been expected of him in taking 
charge of the Bill. It had already been 
clearly shown in tho House that farmers 
and.Btock-raisers of the interior were un- 
able under existing conditions to protect 
their winter ranges "from the inroads of 
bandB of cattle and iloeka of sheep coming 
from other districts. In supporting the 
second reading of tho Bill he would state 
that its provisions would afford the stock- 
raisers and farmers of the country the 
means of protecting their winter ranges 
from these inroads. Many matters of de- 
tail could be amended in Committee. 

Mr. Williams thought that the bill 
should not apply to Crown lands as they 
should be free to the use of all classes 
without distinction. 

Mr. Wilson was of similar opinion. If 
tho bill applied to the Crown lands a few 
cattle raen could control them without 
paying a cent. 

Mr. Smithe said the two last speakers 
did not appreciate the importance of the 
agricultural interests of the Province. 
The protection to tho stock ranges was 
moat desirable for it was well known that 
if shoep grazed on ranges cattle could not 
be depastured there. If the ranges were 
overstocked with cattle they would in the 
course of time become valueless. There- 
fore provision should be made against the 
possibility of this. If the lands were de- 
stroyed it followed that they would never 
be purchased, but if they wore protected 
they would increase annually in value and 
eventually contribute materially to the 
revenue of the country. He understood 
that tho bill had been carefully consider- 
ed by members who understood the sub- 
ject and inasmuch as the leader of the 
Government had pronounced it a step in 
tho right direction ho (Mr. S.) took it 
hon. gentlomen opposite would scarcely 
oppose the measure. 

Mr. Evans said the bill contained dan- 
gcrous jirovisions which would raiso tho 
price of mutton in his district. (A voico — 
Welsh mutton). Tho effect of tho bill 
would bo to drive every sheop out of 



Cariboo. Tho proposition to give a few 
cattle raisers tho sole control of tho 
Crown lands was a pernicious one. 

Mr. Vernon said that unless the ranges 
of the interior woro protected they would 
become perfectly valueless to tho Go\env 
ment. It was not to be oxpected that 
stock raisers could afford to pay $1 per 
acre for tho uso of a range. If tho mem- 
ber for Cariboo had read the bill more 
carefully he would have seen that tho by- 
laws which could bo made under provi- 
sions of tho bill would be subject to the 
approval of tho Government, and if an in- 
justice was done to shoep-ownora or any 
other class tho power of vetoing the by- 
laws could be exercised. It was the duty 
of the House to do all they could to pre- 
serve and protect the winter ranges which 
were in reality the property of tho Pro- 
vince. If they were destroyed the price 
of beef and mutton would ho higher in 
the future than in the past, but in pro- 
tecting provincial property tho House 
would be benefitting tho country at largo. 
The bill was not intended for the advan- 
tage of any class in particular and ho 
hoped it would pass its second reading. 

Mr. Holgesou said tho bill would crush 
out tho laboring man from tho interior 
(laughtor). Tho bill should have been 
backed by a petition from residents of tho 
Mainland. 

Mr. McUmoyle supported tho bill. 

Mr. Bennett pointed out that the bill 
would not becomo law in any district un- 
less petitioned for by two-thirds of tho 
residents. Tho measure did not in any 
way sqek to do an injustice to shoep own- 
ers for whom, in certain localities, there 
was ample room. With reference to the 
argument of Mr. Evans ho (Mr. B.) sub- 
mitted that it was not at all likoly stock- 
raisers would be ao blind to their own 
interests as to destroy tho wintor ranges in 
tho vicinity of their own holdings. 

Mr. Pimbury upoko in support of the 
bill, which then passed its second reading 
and was committed, Mr. Abrams in the 
chair. 

Mr. Evans thought tho Bill was intro- 
duced for tho purposo of giving cattle- 
owners an advantage to which they wore 
not entitled; and the result would be to 
drive sheep entirely out of tho Province. 
This he thought would be a great loss. 

Mr. Mara said it was no such thing. 
The Bill was intended for tho protection 
of the public domain and tho doctors 
would have the power of appointing the 
overseers. 

Mr. Saul was in favor of the Bill and 
he did not think that Mr. Evans or Mr.
